Referring to the 154 deaths and 1200 cases, of 
typhoid which had occurred in Connecticut within a single 
year, Sir William declared every one of liy: 1200 cases to he 
needless, and laid Ihe blame largely upon Ihe unsanitary, 
"medieval" conditions prevailing especially in less populated 
districts.
